Fishermen of G ettysburg and 
Adams county who angle for bass 
are awaiting anxiously the open­ 
ing of the annual season, July I. 
Conewago, 
Marsh 
and 
Rock 
creeks abound in bass this year, 
according to Leo Bushman, county 
game warden, due to the unusual­ 
ly rainy spring which has kept 
stream s 
copiously 
filled 
with 
w ater and food for the fish. 
Restocking o f county stream s 
with favorite species of bass in 
recent years has been another fac­ 
tor in the forecast of a successful 
season for those who enjoy the 
sport of bass fishing. 
Rock and Black bass are the 
most plentiful of the several va­ 
rieties in Adams county streams 
and 
pre-season 
indications 
are 
that many fishermen will succeed 


in landing the daily limit. 
Mr. Bushman called attention 
to the new rules concerning bass 
fishing. 
Rock bass m ust 
be 
a t 
least six inches in length tq be 
considered a legal catch, while 
Black bass m ust be a t least nine 
inches long. 
The daily limit on 
Rock bass is fifteen, and on Black 
bass a day’s catch is ten. 
The bass season 
in Pennsyl­ 
vania begins July I and ends No­ 
vember 30. 
Bass fishermen are allowed to 
use two rods and one line with no 
more than three hooks on any one 
line. 
Fly and artificial bait are 
used alm ost exclusively by local 
fishermen when angling for bass. 
The frog season opens July 2. 
Frogs may be taken any way, in­ 
cluding shooting and gigging, but 
no artificial light may be used.

That man was Squire William 
Miller, the year 180), and that 
fir*t house, with some additions, 
still stands as the inn at Fair­ 
field 
For a century and a quarter 
the doors of The Mansion House* 
have been open to vacationists 
and the transient public.

present proprietor of this pio­ 
neer house is G. J. Kebil. 
As “every great institution is 
the lengthened shadow of one 
man.” so the* hamlet of Fairfield 
represents the shadow cast by 
the dream of its founder as ho 
stood upon its site that far-off 
June day.

ler since, for twenty years, little 
interest was taken in his

however. Millerstown, as it was 
then called, began to take on 
form and substance. 
In 1817, 
when a post office was opened,

town 
was 
changed to Fairfield. 
The post­ 
mistress appointed at that time 
was Eliza Blythe and it is inter­ 
esting, as well as pathetic, to 
know, that her salary was $18.IO 
the year. 
H. L. Harbaugh is now the; 
postmaster in a third-class of­ 
fice. 
Fairfield wha on the main artery of ; 
the Confederate 
retreat 
after 
the 
Battle at Gettysburg and older resi­ 
dents tell us that many were the piti­ 
ful sights of wounded and Buffering 
soldiers dragging themselves through 
the deep mud of the streets. 
A sharp skirmish took place in Car­ 
roll’s Tract between the Sixth United 
States Regulars and the 
Sixth 
Vir­ 
ginia Cavalry and it was the wounded, 
Confederate and Federal soldiers who 
were taken into the Lutheran church 
to be cared for. 
The hospital estab­ 
lished there was in charge of Doctor 
Price of tho Confederate army and 
Doctor Forwood,. a Federal surgeon. 
The rebels were on the left of the aisle 
it is said. 
Major Starr, who was in charge of 
the Sixth Regulars, was cared for at 
what is now the 
Cunningham place. 
His amputated arm for a time 
lay 
buried in the garden there, but when 
he recovered the doughty major took 
both amis with him! 
Nurse Gen. Chaffee 
General Chaffee, who later became 
Cornmander-in-Chief of the Arbiy of 
the

lets on these respective houses give 
these facts. 
The large tablet before 
the Lutheran church makes interest­ 
ing reading about those unhappy days. 
For its population of 500, Fairfield 
has an unusual number of church edi­ 
fices. The first church was erected in 
1824 and was known as 
the 
Union 
church. 
St. John's Reformed church, 
now standing on its site, has a mem­ 
bership, under the Rev. W alter C. 
Pugh, of 150. 
Zion Lutheran church, erected in 
1854, and remodeled in 1891, has 325 
members. 
The Rev. Ralph W. Baker 
is pastor. This church has the unique 
record, as above 
stated, of 
having 
served as a hospital in 1863. 
St. Mary's Catholic, 
built in 1851, 
has as its present pastor, the Rev. 
Father A. J. Hoeninger, its member­ 
ship numbering 150. 
In the history of these institutions 
there has never been a discontinuance 
of services for more than a few weeks.

Thy hut appearing above, 
b e li e v e d to have been built in pre-devolutionary times is ligated at the old Virginia Mills, and it was here 
that t h e Bard family was captured and tortured by the raiding Indians. 
In the other picture is shown 
the 
ruins of t h e old Virginia Mills where the settler■. brough*: their grain to be ground into flour and grist. 
While the mill was rebuilt after being burned by the Indians the ruins shown above are of the structure 
which replaced the original building and is a striking example of the early handicraft 
of 
the 
settlers. 
Huge 
geared wheels, made entirely of wold. the g e a r s carved out by hand, t he central shaft of solid oak, hand 
hewn, and the sturdy stanchions which have survived the ravages of tim e attest to the mechanical skill of 
its builders. 
All of the nails and other metal parts are hand-made and are fine examples of the early metal 
workers.

Fiddlers Play for Dancing 
And Then Dance While Playing 


In this day and ag e of hustle and 


►curry and the cry for m odernism to 
replace th e old institutions, a good 
m any of the old custom s and prac­ 
tices have been relegated to the dis­ 
card, along w ith the bustle and p e t­ 
ticoats, th e hand flail and one-horse 
carriag e, hut for genuine am usem ent 
the older f o lk s o f the com m unity h ive 
kept the faith to retain the old tim e 
dances and let the y o u ngsters enjoy 
them selves with the C harleston and 
Black Bottom. 
No celebration is com plete w ithout 
the reels, polkas, jigs, breakdow ns and 
sundry other dances too num erous to 
m ention and to perp etu ate these old 
fashioned dances the old 
tim e 
fid­ 
dlers, known several centuries ago as 
w andering m instrels, have kept their 
fingers nimble despite the hard work 
in the fields and o ther strenuous oc­ 
cupations. 
Fairfield Has Fiddlers 
Fairfield and com m unity boast of 
nearly an even dozen of these m in­ 
strels and their services are in d e­ 
mand practically all of the time. 
“The 
dizzy 
pace 
the 
New 
Y orkers are forced to go to keep up 
w ith their jaded ap p etites 
is 
m ere 
child’s play com pared w ith the pace we 
travel out here,” P aris Pentz, g u ita r 
player of m erit, rem arked recently. 
"W h y we get so m any invitations to 
play at festivals, p arties and round 
dances th a t it keeps us stepping. We 
go to those places and play like the 
deuce all night and then we have to 


get up with the birds in th e m orning 


to get our w ork done during this tim e 
of the year. 
“ Not long ago we \yont to H anover 
to play for one party, and th e fun 
only began at midnight and until we 
got home it w as alm ost d ay lig h t and 
oft r th a t we had to do our chores 
around the hon e before s ta rtin g the 
real work of th e day. 
But it’s all in 
fun and everybody has a good tim e 
and it m akes life w orth living.” 
The -o fiddlers a re not specialists, 
in the strict sense of the word, for 
th** fiddlers can usually play th e g u i­ 
ta rs and the g u ita r players double for 
th e fiddlers and m ost of th em ta k e 
th dr tu rn around 
the 
dance 
floor 
w henever the hum or strikes them . 
“Bill” (Mays \ iolin 
“ Bill*’ 
Singley, 
fiddler 
e x tra o rd i­ 
nary, doesn’t even have to lay down 
his fiddle and bow- to do a dance. He 
fiddles as he jigs and he steps as fast 
and furious as befitting a m an m any 
y ears his junior and never m isses a 
beat. 
While 
th e 
act 
of 
fiddling 
ham pers him som ew hat in doing th** 
flings, ho certain ly m akes up for it 
w hen he hands his beloved in stru m en t 
over to one of th e accom m odating b y ­ 
standers and starts in " rig h t.” n o g ­ 
ging, the trip le shuffle, double shuf- 
in his rep erto ire and he does them all 
in hi 
repetoire and he does them ail 
with the technique of a master. 
H ow ard S anders, th e oldest fiddler 
in

group,

reticent 
about ste p p in g out, blum ing his rh eu ­ 


m atism for keeping him from jo in ­ 


ing th e o th e rs in th e (u n m ak in g , but
